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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments to claim 25 and Applicants' 
arguments directed to the rejection of Schueler et al do not overcome the rejection. AT LEAST the rejection wherein the melamine 
cyanurate of Schueler reads on the first additive (i) of the claims. Applicants argue that the their disclosure indicates that the first additive 
can partially or completely react with the polyamide and/or polyester matrix and by comparision there is no indication by Schueler that the 
melamine cyanurate is capable of partially or completely reacting with a polyamide and/or polyester matrix. This argument is not convincing 
for two reasons. First, the reactivity of the first additive with the polyamide and/or polyester matix is not a requirement of the claims and 
therefore not relevant to patentability of the instant claims. Second, even if the claims were amended to include this limitation it would be 
met by the melamine cyanurate; the melamine cyanurate includes multiple amine groups which would be reactive with the carboxylic acid 
terminal groups of the polyamide or polyester matrix.. 
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
